The work of a city assessor is at 
best not a very pleasant tesk and the 
Edmonton cfficial is coming in for his 
full share of critisism this year. Moat 
of the objections are made on account 
of the high assessinent on realiy va- 
lues, many of the holders of real estate 
Claiming that they cou'd not realize 
the prices at which they are assess- 
ed. It is pointed out by some ofthe 
more prominent merchants, that those 
who are speculating in real estate are 
making the lion’s share of the money, 
and that it is not fair that those in- 
vesting their money for the perman- 
ent good of the city should carry the 
largest share of the taxes. Further- 
more those whq have to employ a _ lot 


|-of labor find it impossible to get men 
| to work for reasonable salaries on ac- 


count of the high rents they are forced 
to pay. 

There are some few who fear that 
if there should be a slump in values 
next year that the total assessment 
would be smaller or at least would not 
show a proportionate increase.
